He was the second American 
general officer to be lost in Ko- 
rea. Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walker, 
Eighth Army commander, died in 
a jeep accident in December. A 
third general, Maj. Gen. William 
F. Dean, commander of the Unit- 
ed States Twenty-fourth Division, 
has been missing since the battle 
of Taejon last July. 

Gen. Moore, a slight, hustling 
“front line general,” had signaled 
his pilot to go down for a clos- 
er look at something which in-

Rotor Hits Cable. 

The helicopter’s rotor blades 
struck a cable and the craft 
flipped over on the river bank. 

Gen. Moore climbed out, ap- 
parently uninjured, and walked 
to the van of an artillery com- 
mander nearby. He complained 
his knee pained him and then 
lost consciousness. Another heli- 
copter took him to a field hospi- 
tal but he was dead before he 
arrived. 

No official cause of death had 
been announced but he was be- 
lieved to have suffered a heart 
attack. 

The helicopter pilot was only 
slightly injured. His name was 
withheld. 

Gen. Moore formerly was su- 
perintendent of the United States 
Military Academy at West Point, 
N.Y. He was a veteran of both 
the Pacific and European cam- 
paigns of World War II. He led 
the 164th Infantry Regiment 
ashore at Guadalcanal and later 
commanded the Eighth Infantry 
Division in France and Germany. 

Numerous Decorations. 

He held numerous military dec- 
orations, including the Distin- 
guished Service Cross. 

Gen. Moore, who was from 
Ellsworth, Me., was graduated 
from West Point in 1917. He 
taught military sclence at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois in 1939. 

He came to Korea to relieve 
Maj. Gen. John B. Coulter (now 
a lieutenant general). 


Gen. Moore’s wife is now visit- 
ing at Coral Gables, Fla. They 
have two daughters.

Under pressure by 100,000 men 
of six Allied nations, the Chinese 
were withdrawing slowly toward 
a new defense line cutting across 
mountains north of Hoengsong.

made while reports circulated of 
a shakeup in the Chinese high 
‘command.

Some 15,000 Reds have been 
expected to stand or die in 
Hoengsong. But a field report 
today from Eighth Army head- 
quarters said the Reds appeared 
more likely to make that stand 
north of the war-torn town. 

Yanks Cut Vital Road. 

Twenty-five miles east of Hoeng- 
song, American troops cut a vital 
east-west road bisecting the Ko- 
rean- peninsula. Capping a 10- 
mile advance on the east flank, 
the Americans reached the road 
near the town of Pangnim. 

This advance was made possible 
by the air, artillery and tank 
barrage that routed entrenched 
Reds guarding a mountain pass 
south of Pangnim. 

Elsewhere Red counter-attacks 
and rain-swept terrain combined 
against the efforts of four Ameri- 
can divisions, plus British, Aus- 
tralian, Canadian, New Zealand 
and South Korean forces. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur on 
Friday ordered a huge air lift to 
keep the four-day-old offensive 
clicking. The Flying Boxcars 
dropped around 300 tons of sup- 
plies the first day. The operation 
was stepped up Saturday. 

1000 Red Casualties. 

It supported an attack concen- 
trated between British and Cana- 
diam positions around Chipyong 
eastward to Pangnim. 

Saturday’s severe fighting was 
around Chipyong, Hoengsong and 
Pangnim. Even that was not as 
heavy as had been expected when 
the Allies began a push Wednes- 
day aimed at routing all Reds 
south of the thirty-eighth parallel. 
| Red casualties Friday were just 
‘under 1000. Their total for the 
| last month exceeds 119,000. 

On the western front, a field 
dispatch said riflemen of five na- 
tions advanced against moderate 
resistance across muddy rice pad- 
dies and over slippery hills. The 
specific area was not given. Pre- 
sumably it was south of the Han 
river. 

Correspondent Tom Bradshaw 
listed troops of the United States, 
France, Australia, Canada and 
South Korea in the action. 


AMERICANS AND CHINESE 
NATIONALISTS CONFER AGAIN 


TAIPEI, Formesa, Feb. 24 (AP) 
—American and Chinese National- 
ist military commanders conferred 
at length for the second succes- 
sive day over defense of Formosa. 
No announcement was forthcom- 
ing. But well-informed observers 
expressed belief the meetings yes- 
terday and today had two pur- 


poses: 

1. Close meshing of United 
States and Chinese Nationalist ef- 
forts in defense of this island if 
Communists try to invade it. 2. 
Full discussion of Nationalist mil- 
itary needs—for Army, Navy and 
Air Force. 

The conferences were regarded 
in this capital as the most impor- 
tant Chinese-American talks in 
Taipei since Gen, Douglas Mac- 
Arthur visited Formosa last July. 
Adm. Arthur D. Struble, United 
States Seventh Fleet commander, 
heads the Americans in the talks.

“It’s a strange thing for a po- 
lice mmissioner to decline to 
testify ahout his income when he 
\is a public official. We have in- 
'formetion that he received over 
| $100,000 in political payoffs.” 

Keeps What Is Left. 

English testified that he kept 
whatever was left over in political 
contributions, after each election.

Senator Estes Kefauver, com- 
mittee chairman and a Democrat, 
remarked: “On the face of it, it 
doesn’t look good.” 

Continuing, Kefauver said: “In 
other words, you collected money 
for campaigns and after current 
bills were paid, you would put 
the rest in your bank account or

“Then,” Kefauver continued.

Says He Paid Tax. 


English replied: “Mr. Boyle 
(Joseph Boyle, a certified public 
accountant) has signed an affi- 
davit that he advised me I had 
to pay income tax on the balance 
left over and I did so.” 

Burling asked: “If you had a 
balance at the end of one year 
that carried over to the next, then 
you'd pay income tax on that 
twice?” 

English mumbled: “If there was 
anything left.” 

Kefauver remarked: “You left 
the donor paying the tax and not 
getting the benefit of the full 
amount of his donation to the 
party.” 

“I don’t know,” English re- 
plied. “I was protecting myself.” 

In a closed session conducted 
by the Senate committee here last 
summer, English said he was ad- 
vised to pay personal income tax 
on the “political contributions’ 
by John Schaefer, formerly in 
charge of the East St. Louis In- 
ternal Revenue office. Asked 
about it again yesterday, English 
said he “understood” Schaefer 
changed his statement about the 
advice to English. 

“Do you keep your money in a 
bank or safe deposit box?” Eng- 
lish was asked. 

“Never Have a Bank Account.” 

“T never have a bank account,” 
the police commissioner replied. 

“Do you pay in cash?” 

“Yes sir.” 

Kefauver inquired: “Is this the 
way people in politics pay out in 
this part of the country?” 

“I don’t know,” English an- 
swered. “That’s the way I did 
it myself.” 

English, 56 years old, was neat- 
ly dressed in a blue suit, white 
shirt and flowered tie, when he 
took the witness stand. Rather 
pale, with black hair graying at 
the temples, he looked like a pros- 
perous business executive. 

His principal business, he said, 
was plumbing. “How much money 
were you left by your parents in 
their wills?” he was asked. “Noth- 
ing,” he replied. (This was an 
apparent reference to information 
obtained earlier by the committee 
that English said he inherited 
money from his parents.)

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That Kind of Commissioner 


In the strangely assorted testimony of offi- 
cials, hoodlums and lawyers heard by the 
Kefauver Committee here, what John T. English 
said and did not say stamped the man. He 
has been Police Commissioner of East St. Louis 
for 1$ years, and this should be just about his 
last month in office. 

First he told-the Senate Crime Committee. in 
answer to repeated questions about gambling 
joints in his city, that he had not known of them 
until he “read it in the papers.” What kind of 
Police Commissioner would let the press do his 
detective work? 

Then he made it plain, as he had in an earlier 
closed committee hearing, that his policy on 
gambling was to make arrests when complaints 
were made, but not to look too hard. What 
kind of Police Commissioner would wait *for the 
public to tel! him that’ a crime is being 
committed? 

Next he could not recollect what his net worth 
had been when he first took public office dur- 
ing the depression, and his memory failed him 
on pertinent points regarding his income. What 
kind of official would be coy about the sources 
of his wealth? 

Finally, he was evasive about large political 
contributions which he had reported for income 
{ax purposes. A committee official said it was 
“astounding” that a Police Commissioner would 
object to questions about $131,000 in political 
gifts. 

English had his own peculiar way of handling 
these alleged gifts. He put them in a safe de- 
posit box, instead of into a regular political 
organization fund. He paid an income tax on 
them, thereby reducing the value of the money 
contributed for political work. What did he do 
with the funds, and where did they come from? 

Though English has denied taking money 
from the “criminal element,” his definition of 
criminals is lenient indeed. He has insisted that 
his city is free of “big hoodlums.” He once 
defended a hoodlum like Buster Wortman as “a 
local boy.” He has described Jimmy Carroll, 
nationally known gambler, as “just an odds 
maker.” And while the new Sheriff, Max Hill, 
is hot on the trail of gamblers, English has left 
him to a solitary task. 

English is that kind of Police Commissioner, 
and East St. Louis knows it well. Through many 
of his years in office, the slot machines have 
whirred and the dice have rattled, and he has 
heen ignorant of it all until he ‘read it in the 
papers, and done little until he got a complaint, 
and not too much in any case. 

John English will be up for re-election on 
April 3. On that day the voters can end the 
reign of his kind of Police Commissioner. 
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U.S. Trade and the Tron Curtain 

Congress may be a little skeptical when it 
hears the Administration argue that failure to 
pass a given’ piece of legislation will play into 
Russian hands. This Red scare technique has 
been worked rather hard. Secretary of State 
Acheson, however, was on the most solid ground 
when he warned the Senate Finance Committee 
that the House-attached amendments to the re- 
ciprocal trade extension bill, if allowed to stand, 
will force friendly nations to seek more exten- 
sive markets bevond the iron curtain. 

The logic is elementary: If these nations lose 
American outlets for their products, where else 
can they turn? 

Even if this element were not involved, it 
would be a backward step for the United States 
to retreat from the reciprocal trade policy which 
it has followed for. more than 15 years. A step 
backward toward protectionism would inevitably 
lead to restrictive measures by other govern- 
ments. The result would be a serious curtail- 
ment of trade when world prosperity demands 
its expansion. 

So it is to be hoped that the Senate will at 
least modify the House restrictions,sand that the 
House will see the wisdom of agreeing to the 
change. After all, the worth of the reciprocal 
trade policy is proved by experience. 
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St. Louis’s Maginot Line 

Although Americans saw how harmful the 
Maginot Line complex was to the French in 
the last war, a version of that complex is at 
large in the United States. It consists of the 
feeling that while other American cities may 
be in danger of an atomic bombing and should 
prepare against it, one’s own city is in no such 
danger and need not prepare. 

This delusion is understandable in a nation 
that has long been “protected” by two oceans. 
It is remarkable that a city like New York, 
for instance, has so readily shaken it off. and 
begun to prepare itself for the defense of its 
homes and its people, with so clear an under- 
standing of the realities. 

Of St. Louis, unfortunately, the same cannot 
he said. The Maginot-line complex, the illusion 
of immunity, burdens the civil defense effort 
with an inertia against getting started. 
is understandable that the first task is to im- 
part enough of a sense of urgency to enough 
people to get civil defense moving. That is 
what Civil Defense Director Raymond Tucker 
and Attorney Rey Eilers were trying to do in 
their talks to the Bar Association of St. Louis. 
It is a little late in the day, however, for St. 
Louisans to be learning that their city is nearer 
Russia, for bombing purposes, than New. York 
or Washington. 

We were particularly struck by one sentence 
in a letter from a New York City school teacher 
to the Herald Tribune which we reprinted un- 
der the cartoon the other day. Telling of his 
pupils’ reaction to a surprise air-raid drill, he 
wrote: “Everybody felt the urgency and the 
significance of the exercise.” 

When as much is true of this community, 
there will be no difficulty in launching a civil 
defense program and proceeding with it apace. 
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Only One Way to Cut Credit? 

Senator Douglas of Illinois is an economist. 
Like most economists, he strongly favors the 
curtailment of bank credit through a Federal 
Reserve policy of withdrawing support of Gov- 
ernment security prices. 

Almost everybody agrees that bank credit 
should be curtailed. What has not been proved 
is that the only way to curtail it is to charge the 
Government higher interest rates for the money 
it must borrow to finance the defense program. 

The theory is that if the Government has to 
pay higher interest rates, then banks will find 
Government securities a relatively more attrac- 
tive investment, and will either increase their 
interest rates on commercial loans, or put more 
of their funds into Government bonds. 

The theory is plausible. But the basis of the 
theory seems to be a belief that in order to in- 
duce the hanks to contract credit they must be 


allowed to increase their earnings. At a time

when most other sectors of the economy are 
being told what té doin order to serve the. na- 
tional interest, it is suggested that the banks 
must be given monetary incentives for serving 
the national interest. 

There is no question that monetary incentives 
are one way to get things done, but is there any 
reason why the banking system should be ex- 
empt from the general obligation of these times 
to respond to other incentives as well? Why 
does not Congress look into other ways of cur- 
tailing bank credit—such as increasing reserve 
requirements for the duration of the emergency? 
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F.qualize the Penalties 

The railroads have been nominally under Gov- 
ernment operation since last August, but you 
would never know it. 

The Government seized the lines in order to 
end a series of work stoppages growing out of 
the long dispute between the carriers and their 
operating employes. But the work stoppages 
did not end. There was a big strike in Decem- 
ber and another in February. The switchmen 
who conducted the strikes took a beating from 
public opinion, and their union has been fined 
twice in the federal courts. 


As our readers know, we condemned the 
strikes and at the same time pointed out that 
the switchmen have real grievances which de- 
mand adjustment. How can the country get at 
the underlying causes of labor unrest on the 
railroads? 

We believe Roy O. Hughes, president of the 
conductors’ union, gave at least part of the 
answer when he urged the Senate Labor Com- 
mittee to provide that earnings of the railroads 
shall be impounded when the Government takes 
them over. That alone would not bring man- 
agement and labor together on a settlement of 
their dispute. But it would create a powerful 
incentive for management to go half way toward 
a settlement. 


That is what is now lacking. Under Govern- 
ment seizure today, the railroads simply go on 
operating as usual. Management knows that 
any effort by the unions to speed a settlement 
through the use of their economic power will be 
broken by outraged public opinion and by the 
power of the courts. 

So there is no reason why the carriers cannot 
just sit tight and wait for the unions to give in. 
The penalties for breakdown of the collective 
bargaining process apply only to one side. They 
ought to apply equally. so that both parties have 
incentive to avoid strikes. 

Impounding profits during the period of Gov- 
ernment seizure ought to be one way of bring- 
ing that about. 
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What About the More Serious Cases ? 


What United States Internal Revenue Com- 
missioner Schoeneman once denounced as “idle 
rumors and unverified rumblings” now has led 
to the belated dismissal of a key official in 
the collector's office at San Francisco. Deputy 
Collector William D. Malloy has been fired 
for misconduct when he was in charge of the 
Salinas branch office. 

Malloy, the California Crime Commission re- 
ported in making public charges of shocking 
corruption in California and Nevada Internal 
Revenue offices, took $500 from a woman en- 
gaged in the prostitution racket while an in- 
vestigation of her income tax returns was in 
progress, He said it was a loan. His boss, 
Schoeneman, talked of ‘unverified rumblings.” 

There is some satisfaction to be derived from 
Schoeneman’'s apparent recognition, at long last, 
of the seriousness of the Crime Commission's 
evidence. And this matter concerning Mal- 
Jovy should not be dropped now. If he was 
guilty of misconduct in office, he may well 
have been guilty of a crime for which he ought 
to be prosecuted. 

But the corruption reportedly was much more 
widespread and of far greater seriousness than 
this single affair. The Crime Commission re- 
ported at length on the Mountain City Consoli- 
dated Copper Co., which the commission identi- 
fied as a dummy organization run by an 
Internal Revenue official from Nevada. The 
business of the company allegedly was to sell 
immunity from penalties for income tax evasion. 


What is Schoeneman doing about that case’ 


of apparent wholesale subornation of yand by 
Federal Government officials? The public 
should be assured, first, that evervbody involved 
will be prosecuted to the limit of the law, and 
more importantly, that Schoeneman’s office and 
all his district collectors are doing everything

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He Promoted Amateur Foothall 


Nobody up Cambridge way is talking much. 
The ousting of Harvard's director of athletics, 
William J. Bingham, may or may not be con- 
nected with the college's newly-inaugurated 
campaign to keep up with the pack and win its 
share of football games. 

But his departure could mark the end of an 
era. He regarded athletics as merely a part of 
the general process of individual development 
which is supposed to go on at colleges. He 
kept Harvard football as amateur as it was hu- 
manly possible to make it in the face of alumni 
pressure. And he developed an extensive sys- 
tem of intra-mural athletics which made it pos- 
sible for all students to play for fun, if they 
wanted to. The job of providing professional 
entertainment he left to the professionals. 

His departure is a matter of considerable im- 
portance to the educational world at large, be- 
cause of the tremendous influence he once 
wielded personally in framing national collegiate 
athletic policies. With him goes perhaps the 
last effective holdout against Saturday afternoon 
gladiatorial contests staged for the benefit of 
natural and foster alumni, and_ shrinking 
incomes. 

Mr. Bingham’s ideas about the place of ath- 
letics within the ivied walls are going out of 
fashion, even in the Ivv League. But Harvard 
is maintaining stoutlv that its new re-emphasis 
of inter-collegiate athletics will be accomplished 
without changing any academic standards, or 
introducing any professionalism into the 
business. 

Cynies, who have heard too many such pro- 
testations of purity from supposedly impeccable 
places in the past, would not be surprised if Mr. 
Bingham’s principles were sacrificed to the 
alumni clamor. Harvard would be living up to 
its own standards if it proved the cynics wrong. 
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Not the least of the highly dramatic moments 
in Senator Kefauver’s road show was the mov- 
ing spectacle presented by practitioners of ‘‘Op- 
eration X” trying to think. They may be sharp 
as a tack in quoting odds, but in assessing the

Mr. Lovre, of South Dakota, stated in an 
extension of remarks on Dec. 15, 1950: 

“Mr. Speaker, I can only scratch my 
head in wonder at the antics of the Ad- 
ministration. In the hope that some of 
the other members can help me out of 
this fix, I ask that the full text of the fol- 
lowing press release be included in my 
remarks.” 

The press release mentioned was issued 
by the Housing and Home Finance Agency 
on Dec. 2 with reference to loans which 


_ have been obtained by Eskimos in Alaska 


for construction or improvements of their 
homes. 

Mr. Lovre in the course of his remarks, 
stated further: 

“Mr. Speaker, I do not have anything 
against the Eskimos but I note that while 
we here in this country are being called 
upon to accept less of certain strategic 
materials, the Eskimo who conforms to 
bureaucratic edict can get corrugated 
aluminum roofing for his house. This at 
a time when we desperately need criticel 
materials in the war effort.” 

I know, Mr. Speaker, that Mr. Lovre 
and others who read his remarks are in- 
terested enough in the subject to have the 
facts of the case presented to them. 

The remote-area dwelling program was 
first conceived by Father Paul C. O'Con- 
nor. S.J., chairman of the Alaska Housing 
Authority, who has spent 20 years of his 
life among the Eskimos in the remote 
areas of Alaska along the Bering Sea. 


Damp and Unhealthy Huts 


On a necessarily limited basis, Father 
O'Connor had experimented with improve- 
ments to the typical Eskimo dwellings for 
the purpose of eliminating the extrcmely 
damp and unhealthy living conditions. 

The ravages of tuberculosis and other 
diseases among this fine race have been 
partly attributed to substandard housing. 
These diseases were unknown among the 
Eskimos prior to the advent of other 
people. 

Father O’Connor’s experiments had 
proved quite successful and he was desir- 
ous of expanding these benefits which he 
was certain could be done on a self-help, 
nonsubsidy basis. He very definitely op- 
posed any effort to attempt to place the 
Eskimos, in expensive modern homes, but 
urged improvements be made gradually. 

Hearings on the proposed Alaska Hous- 
ing Act were held by the House and Sen- 
ate Banking and Currency Committees in 
March of 1949 at which time Father 
O'Connor testified effectively and in detail 
as to the nature, purposes and prospects 
of such a program. 


How the Eskimos Lived 


I believe Father O'Connor's testimony 
makes very interesting and informative 
reading for anyone interested in the Ter- 
ritory of Alaska or in the defense outposts 
of our country in which the Eskimo takes 
such an active part. 


The Senate Committee on Banking and 
Currency stated: 


“Your committee was also impressed by 
the special housing needs of the Eskimos. 
Living generally in damp sod huts, they 
have proved to be highly susceptible to 
tuberculosis brought in by civilization, and 
their death rate from this disease is nine 
times that of the population of the United 
States as a whole. Experiments have dem- 
opstrated that wood floors and roofs can 
be installed cheaply in their dwellings. 
which will protect them to the extent of 
greatly diminishing occurrence of the dis- 
ease. Testimony ‘was presented to your 
committee that in one Eskimo village 
where wood floors and roofs were in- 
stalled, the incidence of tuberculosis was 
reduced by 80 per cent.” 

During the summer of 1949 the Alaska 
Housing Authority conducted a larger ex- 
perimental program of this character in 
the Eskimo village of Hooper Bay, on the 
Bering Sea, and demonstrated the feasi- 
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bility of dwelling improvement or even re- 
construction sufficient to satisfy the pur- 
poses within an amount of $500 for each 
such dwelling. This experimental pro- 
gram was financed out of limited terri- 
torial funds and was administered in the 
form of character loans to the individual] 
natives in an amount not to exceed $500 
for each dwelling and in the form of notes 
to be fully repaid within five years, with 
interest at 5 per cent. 

For the building season of 1950 the 
Alaska Housing Authority developed a 
program designed to improve or recon- 
struct dwellings for 170 families in six 
villages in remote areas of the Territory. 


It should be noted that the program is 
intended to be self-supporting, without 
subsidy, and at the present time the out- 
standing notes are rapidly being repaid. 
The total tonnage of materials consumed 
in the 1949 period approximated 70 tons. 
The total tonnage of materials consumed 
in the 1950 program amounts to 421 tons. 
The actual tonnage of aluminum roofing 
came to 36 tons. 


A Tribute to Self-Help 


These materials were ordered in April 
of 1950, many months prior to the present 
situation, with its emphasis upon critical 
materials. It was found that aluminum 
was more readily available than galvanized 
steel. which was originally ordered, and 
the aluminum was ordered because of its 
lighter weight, which was a factor in trans- 
portation, and because of its availability. 

_ Metal roofing is used in this work par- 
ticularly for the purpose of collecting rain 
water for drinking and domestic purposes 
of the Eskimo, which in itself amounts to 
almost life-saving benefits. 


It is a tribute to the natives and to the 
Alaska Housing Authority that through in- 
Senuity, initiative and the co-operative 
self-help work on the part of the Eskimos 
it has not only been possible to achieve an 
improvement in their dwellings of such 
nature as to eliminate largely the previous 
unhealthful living conditions but also to 
construct a new dwelling fully sufficient 
for this purpose within the $500 limita- 
tion, particularly in consideration of the 
high construction costs in these areas.

Watson Gerard was American 


Ambassador at Berlin in 1914, when World. 


War I blew up the political order that had 
endured with only minor modifications 
since Waterloo. This gives him his niche 
in history, for, contrary to all expecta- 
tion, he proved to be a good man for that 
particular job. Like the two Roosevelts, 
he was the scion of an old and rich New 
York family; and like them he was widely 
regarded as nothing more than a playboy, 
not to be taken seriously. 

It was generally assumed that the 
ambassadorship was given to him solely 
because he had raised a lot of money for 
the Democratic campaign fund in 1912. 
And it was assumed that he was sent to 
Berlin because there he would be out of 
the way while important diplomatic busi- 
ness ‘was conducted through London and 
Paris. 

However, he was hardly settled in his 
post whén the outbreak of war suddenly 
made his embassy one of terrific impor- 
tance. And then it was revealed that 
Gerard had the necessary qualifications 
for the position. He served Wilson and 
the country admirably. ot 


For the rest, Mr. Gerard practiced law*; 


in New York with great success, and 
played politics with indifferent success. 
In his youth he was an ornament of that 


curious and now almost incomprehensible” 
way of life known as society, and he gives ~ 


almost half of his book to a detailed ac: 
count of that artificial, expensive, and 
curiously dull existence. This makes heavy 
going for the modern reader, 
student of mass psychology will find it 
illuminating if by no means enchanting. 

Besides, to do it justice, it is touched 
here and there with a pawky humor. For 
instance, he did not miss the quality of @ 
philosophical observation of the elder 
John Jacob Astor: “Actually, you know, 
a man with a million dollars is just as 
well off as if he were rich.”

At 83 Mr. Gerard Is, In general, mellow, 
but a few of his hatreds still survive. He 
detests even the memory of the elder J. 
P. Morgan, and he is still convinced that 
giving Chiang Kai-shek only three billion 
dollars to throw away was criminal de- 
sertion. He admires Hearst and MacAr- 
thur and despises most New Dealers, hut. 
strangely makes no attack on F. D. Roose- 
velt other than asserting that F.D.R. broke 
a promise to give him the Italian Em- 
bassv. - 

No autobiography gives its subject the 
worst of it, and carping critics may assail 
Mr. Gerard for his long catalogues of the 
honors that have been conferred on him 
and his intimacy with the eminent. How- 
ever, the judicious are likely to find the 
old gentleman's vanity so childlike as to 
be disarming.

Louis hit Walker with about 
every punch in the book but he 
couldn’t floor him. He knocked 
the San Francisco fighter, who 
holds the California state title, 
into the ropes four times. In the 
final session, he caught Walker 
with a flurry of blows that had 
the California champion reeling. 
| Referee Frankie Brown stopped 
the contest in 1:49 of the tenth. 
There was some booing by Walker 
fans, who thought he could have 
finished the battle. 

Walker Isn’t Kicking. 

In his dressing room after the 
match, Walker said he was sorry 
the fight was stopped but he 
wouldn't question the decision of 
the referee. 

Louis told interviewers he fin- 
ished “fresh” and added, “my 
wind held good. My timing still 
was a little off. I felt better at 
207 pounds (Walker weighed 194) 
than at the 216 I’ve been fighting 
at.

THE RADIO FORMAT for the Colmans is not 
too exacting and permits them to be together all 
the time. They live a very quiet life in a home 
in Beverly Hills, almost never going out to night 
clubs, premieres or parties of any kind. They also 
have a house in Monteceito, up the coast near 
Santa Barbara, where they usually spend a major 
portion of the week, driving back to Hollywood 
for rehearsals on Monday and remaining over for 
the broadcast on Wednesday. 

A lot of smart radio railbirds gave the Colmans 
no more than four weeks when they began airing 
“The Halls of Ivy,” declaring the American public 
wouldn’t go for a 30-minute blurb about a quaint 
college professor’s problems at home and with the 
school and faculty. How wrong the experts can 
be is attested by the fact that the show is now 
going into its second year—with one of the top 
ratings—and in addition to its screen prospects is 
looked upon as a ripe plum for the Broadway stage. 


IT IS OWNED by Nat Wolff, Colman’s business 
agent and one of the town’s most able showmen, 
and Don Quinn, an expert at molding radio scripts. 
Unfortunately for Colman, who hadn’t:much con- 
fidence in the venture, either, he has no financial 
part in the undertaking. And this also proves once 
again that actors are not the keenest judges of sal- 
able entertainment properties. 

There have been television nibbles for “The 
Halls of Ivy,” also, but that medium is strictly 
out, according to Mr. and Mrs. Colman, who have 
learned from watching the anguish of so many of 
their colleagues that the rehearsals and other prep- 
arations essential to a good TV show today are too 
arduous and heart-breaking.

T is encouraging to read tha& 
| tnings are going better for the 

United Nations forces in Korea, 
but I am sure that many of us 
are thinking day by day of what 
this war has meant to the people 
of Korea. South Korea has 
fought valiantly to remain free, 
but freedom with devastation all 
around you must seem like an 
empty reward. 

It is not, of course, for any 
one of us to say what should be 
done in Korea. The Allied chiefs 
of staff in the United Nations, 
our own military authorities and 
the United Nations Commission 
must make these final decisions. 
But it might be useful to voice 
what I am sure many people in 
this country hope for. 

* * * 


WHEN THE U.N. voted to stop 
aggression I know we hoped it 
would mean that there eventually 
would be held a free vote in the 
whole of Korea and that the coun- 
try might be united. Whether that 
can be accomplished now or 
whether too much bitterness ex- 
ists between North and South Ko- 
rea to do so is impossible for any 
of us to know. But just as soon 
as the military position for South 
Korea is completely established 
so that there is no longer a chance 
of China’s armies sweeping south 
again, the U.N. should begin re- 
habilitation and give an example 
of what can be done by the United 
strength of the world organiza- 
tion. | 

To bring order out of chaos 
and start people on the way to 
living normal lives by giving 


them the necessities of life until 
they are back on their own feet 
is essential. This, it seems to 
me, would be a tangible example 
of what the real objectives of the 
U.N. are. The news would spread 
to North Korea and perhaps 
eventually we could achieve our 
real objective of bringing under 
one government these two por- 
tions of a suffering country.

BOTH NORTH and South Ko- 
rea are completely devastated and 
the pitiful refugees are probably 
the people of both parts of the 
country. The sooner it is possible 
for a rehabilitation job to be done 
the sooner it will be possible to 
convince the people of China and 
the Soviet Union that the tales 
their governments have spread of 
U.N, and the United States im- 
perialistic designs against China 
and Russia are utter and complete 
nonsense. But the government 
propaganda carries weight just as 
long as there are no signs of 
what we really intend to do to 
help the people of this most un- 
happy country. 

These people have suffered in 
order that we, through the U.N., 
might show the world that aggres- 
sion would not be tolerated afy- 
where. Because we were not very 
strong and totally unprepared, it 
has been a long and uphill battle. 
But strength is growing in the 
U.N. and among the free peoples 
of the world and if we show that 
our real objective is to aid hu- 
manity and that we have the 
strength in reserve to put down 
force, I think Korea may prove to 
be the turning point that would 
prevent future wars.
